100 Police Officers 
in Norway Quit 
Nazi League 


(By Wireless to Inter-Continent News) 

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 12.— 
The Bishop of Bergrav, high- 
ranking dignitarv of the Nor- 
wegian Church, has taken a 
firm stand against the Quis- 
ling element here, even re- 
fusing, on demand, to take a 
stand “against Bolshevism,” 
it has been learned here. 

A well-known Quisling ad- 
herent addressed an open let- 
ter to the Bishop some time 
ago, demanding a statement 
as to his stand in the “strug- 
gle against Bolshevism,” but 
the Bishop has given no reply 
to date. Even a second letter 
in the Quisling press a few 
days ago failed to move the 
Bishop. 

He has steadily refused to 
permit the use of the Nor- 
wegian Church as an instru- 
ment of propaganda for the 
Norwegian Legions, which 
_the Quislingites are trying to 
organize to turn over for Hit- 
ler’s use on the Eastern Front 
against the Soviet Union. As 
a result, the Nazi-dominated 
Norwegian press has been 
carrying on a vicious cam- 
paign against the Bishop. 


DEFIES QUISLINGS 


But, backed by the major- 
ity of Norwegian churchgoers 
and by his fellow bishops as 
well, the Bishop of Bergrav 
is determined not to enter 
into discussion with the Quis- 
lings. 

The Swedish paper, Trots 
Allt, reports that some 100 
Norwegian police officials 
have in the past year resign- 
ed from the National League, 
which is now controlled by 
Nazi agents.

BERLIN, Sept. 12 (UP).—The newspaper Brusseler Zeitung re- 
ported from Brussels today that a Frenchman, his wife and another 
woman had been sentenced to death by a German military court for 
aiding a wounded British pilot who escaped from a German hospital. 

The Brusseler Zeitung said that the defense of the condemned 
couple showed that they did not act so much “from antagonism 
against Germany as for reasons of pity but the court was obliged to 
pass the death sentence.” 


German Officer Attacked in Paris; 
Assailant Escapes Says Report 


VICHY, Sept. 12 (UP).—A German officer was hit in the head by 
a club-wielding assailant as he was leaving a Paris theatre Wednes- 
day night, it was revealed today. 

The officer was leaving the Ambassadeurs Theatre when the at- 
tack occurred. 

The attacker escaped. 


New Terror Tribunal Against Foes 
of Nazis in Occupied France 


VICHY, Sept. 12 (UP).—A new tribunal empowered to deal with 
anti-Nazis and “persons responsible” for their acts, was being formed 
today in occupied France, according to a Paris dispatch. 

Fernand Debrinon, French envoy to the oceupied zone, was quoted 
as saying that the new tribunal, authorized by the Vichy administration 
a week ago, probably would hold its first session in Paris before the 
end of the week. 

Meanwhile a dispatch from Clermont-Ferrand, in the unoccupied 
area, said the 13th military region court martial had sentenced two 
alleged Communists to death and two others to life imprisonment a! 
hard labor.

Nazi Baltic 
Port; Kiel 
Is Pounded 


Rostock Af ire After 
British Air Raid; 
Attack in Africa 


LONDON, Sept. 12 (VP) .—Royal 
Air Force bombers, diving from a 
cloudy sky, smashed at the great 
German Baltic port of Rostock for 
the first time Thursday night while 
other planes pounded the Kiel 
Naval base again, the Air Ministry 
reported tonight. 

The raids, against bases used by 
the Germans for operations against 
the Soviet Baltic Fleet, were be- 
lieved part of Britain’s drive to 
lighten Nazi pressure on besieged 
Leningrad. 

The raids on Rostock, 107 miles 
northwest of Berlin, were directed 
against shipbuilding yards and a 
nearby seaplane base. 

A pilot of a Hampden bomber, 
describing the attack, said he dove 
“several thousand feet below 4 
cloud base and, from only 1,200 
feet, I got my bombs into the ship- 
building yards with a tremendous 
explosion.” 

The pilots reported that fires in 
Rostock were visible for a half hour 
as they headed back toward Brit- 
ain, 

KIEL FIRES STARTED 


The raids on Kiel, which has been 

a regular RAF target, were made 
from less cloudy skies than those 
over Rostock and “big fires were set 
in the harbor and shipyards.” 
The Air Ministry reported that 
the Kiel fires “steadily increased 
as more high explosives were 
dropped into them.” 
The Air Ministry said that three 
planes were missing from the 
night’s operations which also in- 
cluded blows at the docks in Le 
Havre and Boulogne, shipping off 
the Dutch Coast where two ships 
were reported hit. and shipping off 
the Norwegian coats where one ves- 
sel was struck. RAF planes also 
raked docks at Haugesund, Norway, 
an airdrome near Stavanger, Nor- 
way, and other objectives. 


AXIS SHIPS IN IONION 
SEA, AFRICAN BASES HIT 


CAIRO, Sept. 12 (UP) —Medium 
bombers of the Royal Air Force at- 
tacked two merchant vessels and a 
destroyer in the Ionian Sea on 
Thursday, hitting the largest ship 
twice-and leaving it in a sinking 
condition, an RAF communique re- 
ported today.

Gestapo Got

U.S. Bomb 


Trial Bares 


Berlin Radio Link to U. S. Agents 


Shown; Sought Plane, Ship Data 


An amazing series of code messages, introduced in 
Brooklyn Federal Court yesterday at the trial of 16 men 


alleged to be Nazi spies, revealed that as late as last February 
the German Gestapo had obtained from its agents in this 
country the plans and photographs of a new American bomb. 


Previously, it had been disclosed ® 
at the trial, the Nazis had received 
America’s most precious defense 
secret, the famed Norden bomb 
sight. 

The messages were read into the 
record to Federal Judge Mortimer 


W. Byers and a jury by James C. 


Elisworth, an FBI agent and code 
expert. They were messages ex- 
changed between a decoy radio op- 
erated by the FBI at Centerport, 
L. I., and Hamburg, Germany. 

GESTAPO RADIO MESSAGES 

The messages, sent to the United 
States during 1940 and 1941 by the 
Gestapo’s station AOR in Hamburg, 
disclosed Germany’s intensive and 
elaborate efforts to obtain informa- 
tion concerning Canadian and 
United States airplane productiod, 
air force and pilot training systems, 
secret defense materials, weather 
conditions, ship movements and 
methods of delivering American 
war aid to the Allies. 

The Germans believed the mes- 
Sages were being received by Wil- 
liam G. Sebold, whom they had 
forced to join the Gestapo under 
threat of death but who reported 
the case to G-Men and became a 
counter-espionage agent when ne

MOSCOW, Sept. 12.— By decree 
the Presidium of the Supreme So- 
viet of the USSR has conferred the 
title of Hero of the Soviet Union 
on Colonel I. M. Nekrasov, Lieu- 
tehant - Colonel M. 8. Batrakov, 


Major A. Lozhechnikovy and Senior 


Lieutenant S. Moshkovsky. 

The units of Colonel Nekrasov 
and Lieutenant Colonel Batrakov 
heroically fought in the fierce 26- 
day battle for Yelnia which ended 
in the rout of six infantry, one 
motorized and one tank division of 


| Germans. 


Time and again the commanders 
themselves led their men into the 
attack, inspiring them to ruthlessly 
wipe out the enemy. Nekrasov was 
shell-shocked and Batrakév twice 
wounded but neither of them left 
the battlefield. 


FORCED NAZI RETREAT 


The bottleneck along which the 
Germans could retreat had to be 
jammed. Nekrasov’s regiment, dise 
lodging the fascists from every dell, 
pierced through the defense line, 
broke through to the railroad, sus- 
tained sevéral heavy counter-blows 
and entrenched itself on the cap- 
tured position. This brought things 
to a head. The Germans, seeing 
that the game was up, began a dis- 
orderly retreat through the narrow 
passage left open. 

Colonel Nekrasov is one of the 
veteran commanders of the Red 
Army. He is 48 years old and has 
been a member of the Bolshevik 
Party these past 23 years. In 1914- 
15 he fought the Germans near 
Lodz, Vilno and Warsaw. ; 

Heroes of the Soviet Union Major 
Lozhechnikov and Senior Lieu- 
tenant Moshkovsky are aviators. 
Major Lozhechniloy commands a 
sub-division of attack planes. At 
the head of his airmen he raids 
German airdromes and tank col- 
umns. A few days ago Major Lo- 
zhtchnikov attacked an enemy air- 
drome and, despite the tornado of 
fire of the anti-aircraft artillery, 
he smashed more than 20 German 
planes. One of the shells hit the 
plane's engine and it was with great 
difficulty that Lozhechnikov suc- 
ceeded in re-erossing the front line 
and making a landing. 

Senior Lieutenant Moshkovsky is 
at the head of a squadron, and he 
executed a number of important 
battle assignments. 

FLYING HEROES 

On one occasion Moshkovsky dis- 
cerned two fascist bombers in the 
air. Going out to meet them, he 
himself was attackéd by two en- 
emy fighter planes. During a 
frontal attack rammed 
one of the enemy planes. The other 
enemy fighter, not accepting battle, 
turned tail. MoshKovsky safely 
landed his plane, although its 
stabilizer and elevator were de-

RETAKE ISLAND 

Red Star, organ of the Soviet 
Army, reported that Marshal 
Semyon Budenny's troops had re- 
captured the important island of 
Khoritse on the Dnieper in the 
Dniepropetrovsk region. From that 
point, the publication said, they 
advanced westward and recaptured 
the village of Olkha. 

The Germans were bogged down 
in mud at some points, according 
to reports. Almost everywhere along 
the fighting front, it was said, there 
was heavy rain and in some places 
sleet impeded motorized’ equip- 
ment, Mud and floodwaters made 
some roads impassable. 

A front-line dispatch from an un- 
named sector told of the shooting 
down of the first Italian O&proni 
plane to fall in the Soviet-German 
war, The pilot, Lieut. Panini, bailed 
out and was said to have com- 
plained to his captors that “the 
Germans are using the Italians in 
the most difficult and most dan- 
gerous operations.” In the same air 
battle two German planes were shot 
down. 

PROMOTE SOVIET GENERAL 


Premier Joseph Stalin today or- 
dered Major Generals A. I. Yere- 
menko and I. S. Konev, command- 
ers of recent successful operations 
around Smolensk and Gomel, pro- 
moted to the rank of Colonel Gen- 
eral. 

The promotions list also included 
Maj. Gen. K. K. Rokossovsky, now 
a Lieutenant General, and three 
tank corps generals. all named for 
distinguished service in western 
front counterattacks. 

Lieut. Col. M. 8. Batrakov and 
Col. I. M. Nekrasov, who were in 
direct command of the recapture 
of Yelnya, which cost the Germans 
80,000 casualties, were awarded the 
title of “Hero of the Soviet Union” 
and the “Order of Lenin.” Both 
were wounded during the opera- 
tions.

1 Lindbergh's speech in Des Moines, in 
which he criminally attacked the Jewish peo- 
ple, was the most dangerous and brazen of 
all his attacks against our national unity 
and security.

„ In his warning note to the Bulgarian 


government, Foreign Commissar Molotov 
makes it plain that the Soviet Union was 
trying to balk Hitler’s advance in the Bal- 
‘kans as early as January. It warned Bul- 
garia even then against pro-Nazi intrigues. 
This was six months before it was itself 
attacked. 

That is to say, the Soviet Union was not 
only trying to defend its own independence 
and that of Bulgaria. It was also putting

ing its own peace. It was defending all other 
countries while defending itself. 

Bulgaria is ruled by a clique which has

Marcantonio Speaks For Labor 


„ The speech of Vito Marcantonio, Con- 
gressman from Harlem, at the Coney Island 
Velodrome Thursday night, marks him once 
more as a courageous representative of his 
district and of the American workers—the 
only Representative of the American Labor 
Party in Congress. 

Mr. Mareantonio's stand for the defense 
of his country by courageous and strong 
action in this grave crisis is a historic ex- 
pression of the time and the interests of the 
nation.

THE WOOKEY, by Frederick my Brennan. Staged by Robert petal.

“The Wookey” is 1941’s 


first war play, the first pro- 


duction which attempts to present a positive picture: of 
Britain at war, and specifically of London under the bombs. 
It is written by an American scenarist, Frederick Hazlitt 
Brennan, and has been produced by Mr. Selwyn with the 


financial support of Metro-Gold- | 


wyn-Mayer, with a view to eventual 
motion picture production. 

It is important to know these 
facts, for the play, valid as it Is, 
falls into that class of realistic 
theatricalisms which depend more 
upon stage devices and cliches for | sky 
its efforts than upon a searching 
understanding of the vast struggle 
and the people who are affected 
by it. Mr. Wookey, a tugboat owner, 
lives in the dock area of the 
Thames, in the heart of London. 
His home is his castle, his attitude 
toward his family that of a patri- 
arch, his independence of mind 
based upon that high individualism 
which is supposedly the birthright 
of the British citizen. 


Wookey Speaks 
For Workers 


When war is declared, he sees 
through the blunders of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s appeasement policy, and 
he opposes the government’s en- 
trance into the conflict, although 
he hates, but does not fear Hitler. 
Time passes, his house is bombed, 
his wife Killed. He learns that the 
government is still blundering, and 
when the B.EF. is evacuated from 
Dunkerque, he helps, and then is 
charged for use of petrol by the 
oil monopoly. Finally, when the air 
raids threaten to depopulate the 
dock areas, Wookey becomes the 
representative of the workers as 
they -demand safer shelters, more 
anti-aircraft protection and better 
planning in the war itself. When 
he discovers that the government 
is changing its policy, in fact yield- 
ing to the pressure of the people, 
he gives it his support—and inci- 
dentally that of the workers. The 
play ends as he defiantly prepares 
to engage in actual battle against 
the invader, if invasion occurs. 

Thematically “The Wockey“ 
shows the progressive dévelopment 
of a small proprietor toward an 
understanding of the issues of the 
war, and toward the ultimate defeat 
of fascism. However, it is com- 
proniised in this respect by the 
failure of the author to suggest the 
imperialist character of the war 
during the period of the play— 
when the defgatism, inefficiency 
and blunderingt was due to the ap- 
peasement sympathies of the gov- 
ernment, and not to what “The 
Wookey” terms the usual British 
muddling through. Mr. Wookey’s 
conversion comes at a moment 


when the internal struggle had not 


the Soviet Union. It is plausible, 
yet not completely motivated, other 
than by a desire for revenge 
against the murderers from the 


1. detracts from the essential 
value. of the play is the specious 
artificiality of much of the dialogue. 
The realism of the setting, the star- 
tling air raid sound effects, the 
vivid raid scene by Mr. Mielziner, 
the excellent performances by Ed- 
mund Gwenn as Mr. Wookey and 
Norah Howard as his wife—not to 
mention many other fine bits of 
acting—outweigh the cheapness of 
some of the humor and the litho- 
graphic quality of the characters.

If Goebbels were here himself, I 
doubt whether he could say more.

Anti-Fascism 


Ivan Baran is connected with the

Of course Senators Nye and Clark 
are not interested in exposing any- 
thing so dangerous to the welfare 
of the country.

It is no accident that this witch- 
hunt against Hollywood coincides 
with the public’s growing interest 
in the gallant fight of the Red 
Army against the Nazis and as a 
consequence of that, an increasing 
interest in anti-Nazi films. The ob- 
ject of the Wheeler-Nye-Clark in- 
vestigation is to spread fear and 
terror and arouse sentiment against 
the Soviet Union and Britain, in an 
attempt to stop the developing anti- 
fascist movement to smash Hitler- 
ism. They will not succeed, how- 
ever. They are already slipping 
even in their own home territory 
which is a good criterion of what 
is happening everywhere else. Ac- 
cording to the current issue of Va- 
riety, “a big surprise in local trade 
circles is the box office ‘pétency 
which anti-Nazi films have been 
developing in this highly isolation- 
ist (Minneapolis) territory.”
